GWYN  YOUNG 
Athletic  Director 

Women's  Basketball 

Serving  the  college  as  athletic  director  since  1989,  Gwyn  Young  has  been 
head  coach  for  the  Lady  Wolves  basketball  team  for  21  years.  Since  coming  to 
Co-Lin,  he  has  seen  his  team  win  title  after  title  and  has  compiled  a  record  of 
436  wins  and  149  losses  to  rank  him  in  the  top  winningest  NJCAA  coaches  in 
the  nation. 

The  Lady  Wolves  accomplishments  during  Coach  Young's  stay  have  been 
numerous:  13  regular  season  1st  place  finishes,  7  South  Division 
Championships,  11  State  Tournaments  Appearances,  State  Championships  in 
1993  and  1997,  Runner-up  State  Champions  1983  and  1984,  Runner-up  Region 
XXIII  Championships  in  1990  and  1996,  Region  XXIII  Champions  in  1989, 1993, 
and  1997,  National  Tournament  appearances  in  1989,  1993  and  1997.  Coach 
Young's  team  finished  4th  in  the  1989  National  Tournament  and  has  been 
Nationally  Ranked  consistently  at  Co-Lin. 

Young  was  named  Region  XXIII  Coach  of  the  Year  in  1989, 1993  and  1997. 
Coach  of  the  Year  honors  were  also  received  by  Coach  Young  from  the  MACJC 
and  the  MAC  in  1993.  Young  has  also  been  named  a  Clarion-Ledger  Coach  of 
the  Year  for  Junior  Colleges  on  numerous  occasions. 

Young  also  serves  as  a  mathematics  instructor.  He  holds  an  associate  of 
arts  degree  from  Co-Lin,  a  bachelor's  degree  from  Mississippi  College,  and  master's  degree  from  the  University  of 
Southern  Mississippi.

PHILLIP  BROOME 
Head  Football  Coach 

Phillip  Broome  is  in  his  third  year  as  head  football  coach  for  the  Wolves.  His  1995 
Wolves  posted  an  8-2  recording  earning  him  and  his  coaching  staff  "Coach  of  the  Year" 
honors.  Broome  and  his  staff  were  also  selected  to  coach  the  1995  south  community  col- 
lege all-stars,  winning  23-7  over  the  north  squad.

He  has  coached  64  individual  state  and  regional  champions  and  has  had  nine 
teams  ranked  in  the  NATIONAL  TOP  25  ('86  women,  '87  women,  '88  men,  '89  men,  '90 
men,  '91  men,  '93  men,  '96  men,  and  '97  men).  The  undefeated  (24-0)  1990  team  was  the 
first  Mississippi  team  to  ever  finish  in  the  "TOP  10"  in  the  NJCAA  nationals. 

Mclntyre  also  serves  as  chair  of  the  business  division,  teaches  economics,  and  is  an 
advisor  to  CL's  very  active  Phi  Beta  Lambda  chapter.  As  a  student  at  Copiah-Lincoln  he 
was  selected  to  the  Mississippi  Junior  College  All-Star  football  team  and  was  a  member  of 
a  Wolfpack  state  championship  track  team  while  earning  his  associate  of  arts  degree.  He 
earned  bachelor  of  science  and  master  of  business  administration  degrees  from  the 
University  of  Southern  Mississippi.

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Broome  looks  toward  successful  season 


A  better  overall  league  awaits  the  first  appear- 
ance of  the  1997  edition  of  the  Wolf  pack,  according 
to  Phil  Broome,  head  coach. 

Broome  cites  coaching  changes  at  several  com- 
munity colleges  as  the  reason  that  his  team  will  face 
some  tough  competition. 

However,  Broome  looks  at  what  made  the  team 
successful  last  year  as  a  foundation  for  success  this 
year. 

"One  thing  that  made  us  successful  is  that  we 
didn't  have  a  lot  of  solo  stars,"  he  remembered.  "We 
had  a  bunch  of  stars  who  were  team  players." 

He  also  noted  that  they  did  so  well,  7-3  on  the 
season,  because  the  team  played  hard  every  single 
down  from  August  through  November.  He  plans  to 
motivate  them  to  do  the  same  this  year. 

"We  make  them  play  over  their  heads,"  Broome 
said.  "This  is  another  key  to  our  success." 


Returning  to  the  team  this  year  are  a  number  of 
the  1996  squad  who  helped  to  make  it  a  winning 
team. 

Returning  offensive  players  are  Brian  Barlow, 
punter;  Todd  Davis  and  Randy  Morrow,  tight  ends; 
Maurice  Frank  and  Joey  Hydrick,  offensive  linemen; 
James  Mangum,  Fred  Patrick,  and  Ken  Washington, 
running  backs;  Cedric  Rhodes  and  Chris  Williams, 
offensive  linemen;  Damien  Rosetti,  kicker;  and  Brian 
Griffin,  wide  receiver.  Lost  to  injury  is  wide  receiver 
Ty  Traxler. 

Defensive  returnees  are  Torrey  Barnes,  defensive 
lineman;  Brian  Blanford,  Jeremy  Clark,  Ashley 
Cooper,  Devon  Dampier,  defensive  backs;  Kelby 
Bowman,  Kenmantel  Davis,  and  Johnny  Franklin, 
linebackers;  Carlos  Smith  and  Leon  Williams,  defen- 
sive ends;  and  Sedric  Weathersby,  defensive  tackle. 

Broome  would  not  commit  to  saying  who  their 
toughest  opponents  would  be.  He  restated  the  fact 
that  the  league  is  better  overall  and  the  tale  would 
be  told  on  the  field. 


But,  Broome  also 
is  quick  to  point  out 
that  academics  plays 
a  big  part  in  what  the 
team  focuses  on. 

"You  can't  just 
say  winning  and  los- 
ing are  important," 
Broome  said.  "After 
it's  all  said  and  done, 
what  have  you  got?" 

That's  why 

Broome  says  a  focus 
on  education  is  so 
important.  At  the  first 
meeting  we  talk 
about  education, 
study  hall,  class 
attendance  and  other  areas  concerning  academics. 

"You've  got  to  look  at  it  realistically,"  Broome 
said.  "They're  here  for  an  education." 

Players  also  discuss  how  their  actions  affect 
them  on  campus.  How  to  act  like  a  gentleman  is  just 
as  important  as  how  to  act  like  a  winning  football 
team. 

Broome,  a  classroom  science  instructor,  has  a 
personal  philosophy  of  teaching  which  he  shared. 

"My  main  concern  is  to  develop  a  person  acade- 
mically, spiritually,  emotionally  and  with  character," 
says  Broome  in  his  philosophy  statement. 

"I  firmly  believe  that  developing  a  person 
whether  in  the  classroom  or  on  the  football  field  can 
be  directly  attributed  to  expectations." 

These  expectations  will  be  high  on  the  field  this 
year  for  the  Wolfpack.  But,  as  Broome  says,  "I  tell 
my  players  that  since  my  expectations  and  the 
demands  I  place  on  them  are  so  high  that  I  will  take 
care  of  them. 

As  Broome  fulfills  that  promise  to  his  players, 
the  season  looks  for  its  results. 
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1997  Mhktic  Hall  of  fame 


Five  outstanding  former  athletes  of  the  college  have  been 
selected  to  the  1997  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame. 

This  year's  recipients  are  the  late  F.  M.  Fortenberry;  George 
Allen  Pell  of  Berwick,  Penn.;  Randy  Shivers  of  New  Hebron; 
Pauline  Taylor  Stokes  of  Summit;  and  Gwyn  Henderson  Young  of 
Wesson. 

The  fivesome  join  a  distinguished  group,  dating  back  to  1978. 

FORTENBERRY 
The  late  F.  M.  Fortenberry  is  a  Co-Lin  legend,  having  been 
president,  administrator,  teacher  and  coach  from  1939  to  1942  and 
from  1945  to  1968. 

In  his  earliest  years  at  Co-Lin,  Mr.  Fortenberry  coached  foot- 
ball, baseball,  and  girls'  basketball. 

A  native  of  Polkville  in 
Smith  County,  he  was  the  son  of 
Walter  James  and  Belle  Barfield 
Fortenberry. 

He  completed  his  high 
school  work  in  Clinton  and  received 
an  Associate  of  Arts  degree  from 
Hinds,  a  bachelor's  degree  from 
Mississippi  College,  and  a  master  of 
arts  degree  from  the  University  of 
Mississippi. 

He  began  his  career  at  Co- 
Lin  in  1939  as  assistant  football 
coach,  assistant  dean  of  men,  and 
teacher  where  he  remained  until 
1942. 

He  served  his  country  by 
joining  the  United  State  Navy  in 
World  War  II  and  as  an  instructor  in  the  United  States  Air  Force 
until  1944. 

Mr.  Fortenberry  returned  to  Co-Lin  in  1945  as  athletic  director 
and  head  football  coach,  later  being  named  dean  of  men.  In  1950  he 
was  selected  administrative  assistant  to  the  president,  J.  M.  Ewing, 
and  served  in  that  capacity  until  1956  when  he  was  elevated  to 
president,  a  position  he  held  until  1968. 

In  1968  he  assumed  a  position  with  the  state  department  of 
education  as  supervisor  and  director  of  the  state  division  of  junior 
colleges.  He  served  until  his  untimely  death  on  August  31,  1970, 
two  days  after  his  57th  birthday. 

Francis  Marion  Fortenberry  helped  thousands  of  young  men 
and  women  achieve  their  educational  ambitions.  The  1955  Trillium 
yearbook  was  dedicated  to  him  and  in  1966  the  vocational-techni- 
cal building  was  named  in  his  honor. 

After  having  played  baseball  and  football  at  Hinds,  he  was 
selected  to  its  Athletic  Hall  of  Fame  in  1985. 

He  was  active  in  the  Lions  Club,  Rotary  Club,  Mississippi 
Economic  Council.  He  was  a  Sunday  School  teacher  and  deacon  at 
Wesson  Baptist  Church. 

Mr.  Fortenberry  was  active  in  the  National  and  Mississippi 
Education  Associations,  Phi  Delta  Kappa,  Southern  Association  of 
Colleges  and  Schools  where  he  was  a  trustee  at  the  time  of  his 
death,  and  The  Mississippi  Junior  College  Association,  where  he 
served  as  president.  He  was  a  sponsor  of  Co-Lin's  Phi  Theta  Kappa 
chapter  at  one  time.  He  was  a  colonel  on  the  staff  of  two  governors. 
He  was  secretary-treasurer  of  the  Mississippi  Association  of 
Colleges. 

He  was  married  to  the  former  Nona  Gillis  of  Ackerman,  a 
long-time  Co-Lin  and  Hinds  teacher,  now  retired. 

PELL 
A  native  of  Hazlehurst,  George  Allen  Pell  and  his  family 
reside  in  Berwick,  Penn. 

He  lettered  in  track  and  field  at  Co-Lin  in  1966  and  1967.  In 
1966  he  competed  in  the  120-yard  hurdles,  220-yard  hurdles,  long 
jump  and  high  jump,  placed  second  in  the  120-yard  hurdles,  and 
fourth  in  the  long  jump.  Pell  was  awarded  a  trophy  for  the  highest 


individual  points  (16)  at  the  state  meet,  helping  the  Co-Lin  Wolves 
to  a  second  overall  place. 

In  1967  he  competed  in  the  120-yard  high  hurdles,  220  yard 
low  hurdles,  long  jump,  high  jump, 
and  the  mile  relay.  At  the  state  meet 
Pell  won  the  120-yard  high  hurdles 
and  long  jump,  placed  second  in 
220-yard  low  hurdles,  third  in  high 
jump,  and  ran  leg-on  on  third  place 
in  the  mile  relay.  For  his  perfor- 
mance for  the  second  consecutive 
year  he  was  awarded  the  trophy  for 
the  highest  individual  points  (17- 
3/4)  and  Co-Lin  won  the  state  title 
for  the  first  time  since  1938. 

At  Delta  State  University  he 
also  lettered  in  1968  and  1969  in 
track  and  field. 

In  1968  Pell  competed  in  the 
120-yard  high  hurdles,  180-yard 
intermediate  hurdles,  440-yard 
intermediate  hurdles,  high  jump,  long  jump  triple  jump  and  the 
javelin.  He  set  a  Delta  State  record  in  the  120-yard  high  hurdles 
(14.9  second)  and  440-yard  intermediate  hurdles  (20.5  seconds)  and 
440-yard  intermediate  hurdles  (56.3  seconds).  He  was  given  a  tro- 
phy for  the  highest  number  of  individual  points  for  1968. 

In  1969  he  competed  in  the  same  events,  dropping  the  180- 
yard  intermediate  hurdles.  Again  he  set  records,  this  time  in  the 
120-yard  high  hurdles  (14.6  seconds)  and  440-yard  intermediate 
hurdles  (56.0  seconds).  In  the  Mississippi  Intercollegiate  Track 
finals  he  won  the  120-yard  high  hurdles  and  placed  second  in  the 
440-yard  intermediate  hurdles.  He  set  a  Delta  State  record  of  101 
points  scored  in  six  track  meets  and  once  again  won  a  trophy  for 
highest  individual  points  in  track  and  field  for  1969.  He  received  a 
trophy  for  most  valuable  player  in  track  and  field  for  1969. 

Further  he  was  a  member  of  Beta,  Beta,  Beta  honors  fraternity 
in  biological  science,  member  of  "M"  Club,  and  selected  to  1969's 
Outstanding  College  Athletes  of  America.  He  did  one  year  gradu- 
ate work  at  Mississippi  State  University. 

A  Vietnam  veteran,  he  was  in  the  United  States  Army  from 
1971-72,  serving  with  the  military  police  stationed  with  18  M.P. 
Brigade,  716th  M.P.  Battalion,  Company  A  in  Saigon.  After  two 
months  he  was  transferred  to  Headquarters  Company  A  and  given 
acting  promotion  to  Sergeant  E5.  He  was  assigned  as  Operations 
Control  for  Company  A  and  he  designed  and  implemented  a 
Battalion  Defense  Plan  for  the  716th  Battalion.  He  was  selected  as 
Outstanding  Soldier  of  the  Month  for  the  716th  Battalion,  was  an 
escort  guard  for  Miss  America  1971  and  was  awarded  the  Bronze 
Star  Medal. 

Since  1995  he  has  been  employed  by  Lady  Ester  Lingerie 
Corporation,  as  director  of  the  contracts  division  for  the  United 
States  and  Mexico.  From  1994-95  he  was  at  Columbia  Knit  in 
Portland,  Oregon,  as  director  of  manufacturing;  from  1992-94  at 
Berkliff  Corporation  of  New  York  as  director  of  manufacturing, 
working  out  of  their  Arkansas  facility  and  later  plant  manager;  in 
October,  1991,  as  consultant  to  Berkliff;  and  from  1983-91  at  Miss 
Elaine,  Inc.  in  St.  Louis,  Mo.,  serving  in  several  positions  and  as  co- 
inventor  of  the  Airflow  Removal  System  received  a  patent. 

In  1985  he  became  a  volunteer  in  the  partnership  Program  of 
the  St.  Louis  Public  Schools,  a  program  which  brings  community 
business  partners,  school  teachers  and  students  together  in  order  to 
provide  curriculum  reinforcing  instructions  through  classroom 
seminars,  workshops,  and  field  trips  to  local  businesses. 

In  1987  Pell  received  a  Letter  of  Commendation  from  the  St. 
Louis  Board  of  Education  for  Outstanding  Volunteer  Commitment 
to  students  and  schools  of  St.  Louis  and  also  he  received  a  Letter  of 
Commendation  from  the  Mayor  of  the  City  of  St.  Louis  for  public 
relations  efforts  in  support  of  education. 
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In  April  of  1987,  he  was  selected  for  the  1987  Award  of  Honor 
bv  the  National  School  Public  Relations  Association  (NSPRA)  for 
Exemplary  Practice  of  Good  Public  Relations  in  Support  of 
Education. 

In  June  of  1987,  Pell  was  selected  to  the  Special  Advisory 
Committee  for  the  President's  Board  for  the  Private  Sectors.  "Our 
objective  was  to  analyze  the  School  Partnership  Program  and 
develop  guidelines  for  areas  throughout  the  nation  interested  in 
starting  a  School  Partnership  Program.  Our  evaluation  and  guide- 
lines were  later  published  in  the  Harvard  Business  Review,"  he 
said. 

Pell  is  married  to  the  former  Laurie  Sharp  of  Hazlehurst. 
Children  are  Michael  Allen  Pell,  26;  Kimberly  Michelle  Pell  Haus, 
23;  Tanya  Carinae  Pell,  14;  and  Mary  Cathryn  Pell,  6.  Two  grand- 
children are  Jaren  Elric  Pell  and  Allen  Ray  Haus,  both  2. 

SHIVERS 
Randy  Shivers  of  New  Hebron  lettered  in  both  football  and 
track  while  a  student  at  Copiah-Lincoln  in  1972-74. 

As  a  sophomore  Shivers  was  named  to  the  First  Team,  AU- 
American,  and  First  Team,  All-State,  in  football. 

A  native  of  New  Hebron  where  he  completed  high  school, 
Shivers  received  his  Associate  of  Arts  Degree  from  Co-Lin  in  1974 
and   a   Bachelor   of   Science   in    Industrial    Technology    from 

Mississippi  State  University  in  1977. 
Since  1994,  he  has  been 
employed  as  a  football  coach  and 
teacher  at  New  Hebron  Junior  High 
School  and  with  a  telecommunica- 
tions company. 

From  1993  to  1994  Shivers 
was  assistant  football  coach  as 
strength  conditioning  coordinator, 
and  defensive  secondary  coach  at 
Lawrence  County  High  School  in 
Monticello. 

From  1985  to  1993,  he  was  in 
the  appliance  and  trucking  business 
in  New  Hebron. 

From  1997  to  1985,  he  was 

assistant   football   coach   at   New 

Hebron   High   School   where   his 

duties  included  strength  condition  coordinator,  special   teams 

coach,  and  defensive  secondary  coach. 

Shivers  is  an  active  member  of  New  Hebron  Baptist  Church 
where  he  is  Sunday  School  Teacher  in  the  10-12th  grade  area. 

He  is  a  member  of  the  New  Hebron  Volunteer  Fire 
Department;  member  of  the  Aerobic  and  Fitness  Association  of 
America,  where  he  is  a  certified  personal  trainer;  a  member  of  the 
New  Hebron  Lions  Club  and  the  New  Hebron  Jaycees.  He  was  pre- 
sented the  Outstanding  Young  Men  of  America  award. 

Shivers  and  his  wife,  Tracey  are  parents  of  Shelby,  2-1/2. 

STOKES 
Pauline  Taylor  Stokes  is  being  inducted  for  her  outstanding 
performance  on  the  basketball  court. 

At  Co-Lin  her  team  lost  only  one  game  in  two  years,  grabbing 
the  state  championship  both  years.  She  started  at  the  guard  posi- 
tion both  years  and  was  named  All-State  her  sophomore  year. 
Hustle  and  quickness  were  her  principal  characteristics.  The  court 
back  then  was  divided  into  two  equal  parts  —  guards  and  forwards 
and  Stokes  played  the  guard  back  court. 

After  Co-Lin,  she  attended  the  University  of  Southern 
Mississippi  and  taught  school  and  coached  in  Simpson  County  for 
several  years. 

After  her  marriage  and  the  birth  of  two  daughters,  she  became 
a  full  time  mother  for  a  few  years.  Later  she  returned  to  work  and 
retired  from  the  Pike  County  Welfare  Department. 

She  is  active  in  the  Pisgah  Methodist  Church  where  she  teach- 
es Sunday  School  and  is  treasurer  of  the  United  Methodist  Women. 
From  1962  to  1970  she  and  her  husband,  Lamar  L.  Stokes  Jr., 
provided  a  lighted  ballfield  for  their  community.  There  were  16 
teams  that  used  the  field  each  week  —  men,  women,  and  children 
played  every  night  except  Wednesday  and  Sunday  with  an  average 
attendance  of  approximately  200  each  night.  The  Stokes  have  sup- 


ported Little  League  Baseball  and 
Rotary  Basketball  through  the 
years. 

Their  two  daughters  are 
Phillis  Stokes  Wuller,  a  teacher  in 
San  Antonio,  Texas,  and  Dixie 
Stokes,  a  faculty  member  at 
Southwest  Mississippi  Community 
College.

Gwyn  Henderson  Young,  head  basketball  coach  for  the  Lady 
Wolves  of  Copiah-Lincoln  Community  College,  lives  in  Wesson 
with  his  family. 

Young  has  been  employed  at  Co-Lin  since  1975  as  women's 
basketball  coach  and  since  1989  as  athletic  director.  In  1975-77  he 
was  also  assistant  men's  basketball  coach. 

From  1973  to  1975  he  was  assistant  men's  basketball  coach, 
junior  varsity  coach,  and  drivers  education  teacher  at  Brookhaven 
High  School. 

At  Mississippi  College  he  played  basketball  and  was  most 
valuable  player  and  team  captain  in  1973.  At  Co-Lin  he  was  All- 
Star,  Second  Team,  and  team  captain  in  1971.  He  was  an  outstand- 
ing athlete  at  West  Lincoln  High  School  where  his  1968  team  was 
state  runners-up. 

A  1971  Co-Lin  graduate  with  an  Associate  of  Arts  degree, 
Young  received  his  Bachelor  of  Science  in  health  and  physical  edu- 
cation in  1973  from  Mississippi  College.  He  has  30  additional  hours 
work  at  USM  and  MSU.  He  received  his  master's  degree  in  school 
administration  in  1976  from  USM. 

His  win-loss  record  for  the  Lady  Wolves  is  436-149,  making 
him  one  of  the  Top  Ten  Winningest  Coaches  in  the  National  Junior 
College  Athletic  Association. 

His  teams  have  seen  12  regular  season  First  Place  finishes;  7 
South  Division  Championships;  11 
State  Tournament  appearances;  2 
MACJC  State  Championship  Teams, 
in  1993  and  1997,  this  past  season;  2 
MACJC  State  Runner-up  titles,  in 
1983  and  1985;  3  Region  23 
Championships  (1989,  1993,  and 
1997);  17  Region  23  appearances; 
and  3  NJCAA  National  Tournament 
appearances  (1989,  1993,  and  1997) 
with  the  fourth  place  finish  in  1989 
Young  has  been  named 
Coach  of  the  Year  by  the  MACJC  in 
1993  and  the  NJCAA  Region  23  in 
1989,  1993,  and  1997.  He  has  been 
picked  by  the  Clarion-Ledger  news- 
paper as  one  of  Top  Junior  College 
Coaches  of  the  Year  on  numerous 
occasions. 

He  was  Coach  of  the  Year  in  softball  in  1988  by  the  MACJC 
and  Region  23  when  the  Lady  Wolves  won  the  state  and  Region  23 
softball  championships. 

His  Lady  Wolves  in  basketball  have  averaged  over  23.6  wins 
per  season,  have  been  consistently  nationally-ranked  by  the 
NJCAA  Basketball  Poll,  and  his  1993  team  in  basketball  won  the 
state  title  with  29-0  record  and  Region  23  with  a  32-0  record. 

Young  is  an  active  member  of  the  Mississippi  Association  of 
Coaches,  the  Mississippi  Community/Junior  College  Faculty 
Association,  and  the  Copiah-Lincoln  Education  Association.

Ranked  #25  nationally  in  the  final  regular  season  ITA  (Intercollegiate 
Tennis  Association)  coaches  poll,  Co-Lin's  '97  Wolfpack  compiled  a  10-3  dual 
match  record,  finishing  third  in  the  MACJC  state/NJCAA  Region  23  tourna- 
ment. "We  had  three  Mississippi  teams  ranked  in  the  final  regular  season  ITA 
NATIONAL  TOP  25.  It  says  a  lot  about  how  far  Mississippi  community  college 
tennis  has  come  in  the  last  decade  or  so,"  says  veteran  coach  Mike  Mclntyre. 
"We  had  ten  dual  matches  rained  out  during  the  wettest  season  in  my  many 
years  of  coaching-it  was  pretty  frustrating  to  have  almost  half  of  our  regular 
schedule  washed  away."  The  '97  'Pack  featured  six  talented  tennis  players  led 
by  New  Orleans  veteran  Lee  MacAlester,  ranked  in  the  regular  season  ITA 
NATIONAL  TOP  50  singles  poll  in  both  his  freshman  and  sophomore  years. 
The  Wolfpack's  first  ever  foreign  player,  Zambian  freshman  Brian  Mulevu, 
played  at  #2  singles,  followed  by  freshman  Ethan  Allen  of  Covington,  LA  at 
#3,  sophomore  Gran  Andrews  of  Patterson,  LA  at  #4,  Magee  sophomore  Josh 
Walker  at  #5,  and  Natchez  sophomore  Brandon  Garrity  at  #6. 

The  'Pack's  only  regular  season  losses  were  to  state  champ  Gulf  Coast 
(twice)  which  featured  three  Columbians  (South  American,  not  Mississippi)  in 
the  top  half  of  their  order  and  a  nail-biting  5-4  loss  to  arch-rival  Hinds.  "We 
were  quite  proud  of  our  6-3  return  victory  over  the  Eagles  in  a  home  match  at 
the  end  of  the  season." 

MacAlester  entered  the  state/regional  tournament  seeded  as  the  second 
best  player  in  the  league  with  an  11-2  regular  season  record  and  cruised  to  the 
#1  singles  final  by  beating  Tim  Mask  of  Itawamba  and  Chris  Austin  of 
Northeast  by  identical  6-3,  6-3  scores.  Gulf  Coast's  defending  state  champion 
Jose  Rodriguez  regained  his  crown  by  defeating  MacAlester  for  the  third  time 

in  '97.  After  compiling  a 
two-season  33-9  record 
(five  losses  to 

Rodriguez)  at  Co-Lin, 
MacAlester  will  be 
using  his  skills  as  a 
member  of  the  Belhaven 
College  varsity  for  '98. 
After  struggling  to  a  7- 
6  regular  season, 
Mulevu  managed  to 
knock  off  Jay  Kyle  of 
Holmes,  6-3,  6-0  and 
upset  Hinds'  tourna- 
ment seed  Bill  Flowers 
7-6,  6-4  in  the  #2  bracket 
before  falling  to 
Northeast's  Brandon 
Hankins  6-2,  6-4  in  the 
semi-final.  Despite  his  11-2  record  falling  to  Northeast's  Brandon  Hankins  6- 
2,  6-4  in  the  semi-final.  Despite  his  11-2  record  and  well  deserved  second  seed- 
ing in  the  #3  singles  bracket,  Allen  lost  6-4,  6-2  to  Jones'  Aaron  Puckett  fol- 
lowing a  first  round  bye.  In  #4  singles  action,  Andrews  fought  his  way  past 
Itawamba's  Nathan  Strange  6-4,  3-6,  6-3  before  being  downed  by  Rob  Fyke, 
the  second  seed  from  Hinds,  6-0,  6-2.  Entering  with  an  11-2  record  at  #5,  the 
Pack's  second  seed  from  Hinds,  6-0,  6-2.  Entering  with  an  11-2  record  at  #5, 
the  Pack's  second-seeded  Walker  provided  one  of  the  tournament's  most 
exciting  matches  following  a  first  round  bye.  Trailing  Shawn  Westbrook  of 
Northeast  in  all  three  sets  and  down  1-4  in  the  third,  Walker  never  gave  up 
pulling  out  the  victory  at  3-6,  7-5,  6-4.  Hind's  Ben  Little  managed  to  finally 
eliminate  Walker  in  another  three-setter  6-2,  2-6,  6-1  in  the  semi-final.  "We 
were  fortunate  to  have  Josh  and  older  brother  Clark  ('93  and  '94  squads)  to 
play  for  the  Wolfpack  and  they  were  both  a  joy  to  watch. .they  never,  ever 
thought  about  giving  up  before  the  final  hand-shake.. .although  neither  won  a 
title  at  Co-Lin  despite  terrific  individual  records,  everyone  who  watched  them 
play  will  remember  them  as  champions  in  a  much  larger  sense."  A  '96  state 
finalist  at  #6,  Garrity  entered  the  tournament  with  a  two-year  career  record  of 
28-6  and  seeded  #1.  He  had  little  trouble  making  it  back  to  the  finals  in  '97, 
whipping  Pearl  River's  Derrick  Brown  and  Northeast's  Jason  Freeman  both 
by  identical  6-0,  6-2  scores  before  falling  to  Carlos  Saena  of  Hinds  6-1,  6-1. 

In  state/regional  tournament  doubles  action,  second-seeded 
MacAlester-Allen  (10-3  during  season)  followed  a  first  round  bye  by  defeat- 
ing Northwest's  Russ  Kicker-Craig  Respress  7-5,  6-2  and  Northeast's  Ausrin- 
Hankins  4-6,  6-3,  6-3  setting  up  a  championship  showdown  with  top-seeded 
Gulf  Coast.  Although  MacAlester-Allen  won  the  first  set  6-3  and  were  up  a 
service  break  in  the  second,  Gulf  Coast's  Rodriguez-Shae  Sullivan  came  back 
to  dash  the  Wolves  championship  hopes  3-6,  7-5,  6-2.  In  #2  doubles  CL's 
fourth  seeded  Andrews-Garrity  drew  a  first  round  bye  and  then  beat  Pearl 
River's  Deornellas-Daniels  6-4, 6-1,  before  falling  to  tournament  champs  Jason 
Woods-Justin  Rhodes  of  Hinds  6-3,  6-2  in  the  semi's.  CL's  top-ranked  #3  dou- 
bles team  of  Mulevu-Walker  (12-1  during  season)  followed  a  bye  with  a  6-2, 6- 
0  thrashing  of  Pearl  River's  Brown-Stauser  and  a  straight-set  7-5,  6-3  victory 
over  Bass-Duvall  of  Jones  in  the  semi's.  The  Pack's  #3  duo  lost  a  3-6,  6-1,  6-4 
heartbreaker  to  Hinds'  Fyke-Mitchell  for  the  championship. 


The  Wolves  finished  the  team  tour- 
nament one  notch  shy  of  a  trip  to  the 
NJCAA  Nationals  in  Corpus  Christi,  TX, 
placing  third  among  twelve  teams. 
Mississippi  Gulf  Coast  won  the  team 
championship  with  Hinds  finishing  a 
close  runner-up.  "We  are  all  so  proud  of 
their  efforts.  We're  also  very  proud  of  the 
fact  that  we  had  two  Distinguished 
Academic  Ail-Americans  in  MacAlester  (4.0 
overall  GPA  for  two  years)  and  Walker 
(3.9  GPA)  and  that  the  team  finished  with 
one  of  the  highest  overall  cumulative 
GPA's  (3.4)  in  the  nation." 

Veterans  Brian  Mulevu  and  Ethan 
Allen  are  expected  to  lead  a  group  of 
freshman  recruits  in  an  attempt  to  earn 
the  'Pack  an  eighth  trip  to  the  NJCAA 
nationals  in  Texas  next  May.  Expected  to 
be  among  the  talented  rookies  are  a  pair 
of  brother  connections,  Lance  MacAlester 
of  Atlanta  and  John  Allen  of  Covington, 
LA,  in  addition  to  several  district  high 
school  hopefuls. 

Compiling  a  career  dual  match 
record  of  270  wins  and  43  losses  in  19  sea- 
sons, Mclntyre  is  excited  about  eh  future 
of  the  Wolves  varsity  tennis  program, 
especially  considering  the  recent  up- 
grading of  Co-Lin  tennis  facilities.

The  undefeated  (24-0)  1990 
team  was  the  first  Mississippi  team  to  ever  finish  in  the  "TOP  10"  in  the 
NJCAA  nationals.  Named  Mississippi  Association  of  Coaches  (MAC)  Coach  of 
the  Year  for  community  college  tennis  in  1986,  1989,  and  1990,  Mclntyre 
received  the  MACJC  Leadership  and  Service  Award  for  association  and  com- 
munity contributions,  1984-90.  He  participated  in  the  1987,  1993,  1994,  1995, 
and  1996  USPTR  International  Symposia  at  Hilton  Head  Island,  SC.  He  served
